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There are adulterations of articles 
of food far more serious than mix- 
ing a little clean lard with butter. 
It is said that in no other department 
is adulteration carried to the extent 
that it is in the “pure ground 
spices’ put up for family use by 
hundreds of dealers in the country. 
Of twenty samples of ground cloves 
examined recently by experts only 
two were pure. The others had 
suffered the extraction of their 
essential oils and had been polluted 
by the addition of clove stems, all- 
spice} and husks of various kinds, 
Of eight samples of cayenne pepper 
only one was pure. Of ten sam- 
ples of mustard none was pure, 
though several had only suffered 
the loss of their fixed oil; the others 
contained quantities of wheat flour, 
the spurious matter being in some 
cases two-thirds of the compound. 
This made it necessary to add tur- 
- meric acid (harmless) to restore the 
mustard color. Ten samples of all- 
spice were examined, eight of 
which were pure. Four samples of 
cassia were all pure. Of ten sam- 
ples of ginger four were pure. Only 
one out of thirteen samples of 
black pepper was found to be what 
it purported to be. A specimen 
sent from Baltimore to a man who 
had an army contract was almost 
entirely spurious. Cayenne pepper, 
black pepper husks, and mustard 
hulls were used to give flavor and 
pungency, while “body’’ was sup- 
plied by ground beans and rice, and 
color by charcoal. Two samples of 
white pepper out of five were pure, 
two samples of mace out of five 
were pure, and of three samples of 
nutmeg examioned all were pure. 
It might be advisable for Congress 
to enact a law to protect the public 
againet® these swindles similar to 
that passed requiring oleomarga- 
rine, when placed upon the market 
for sale, to be stamped as such. 
While the adulterations may be 
barmiless, the people have aright 
to be protected against marufac- 
turers who would deceive them as 
to the character of the goods and 
charge the same asif selling tha 
genuine article. 


The advocates of woman suffrage 
should not ignore the influence of 
bad women in politics. On the 5th 
instant the amendment allowing 
women to vote went into force in 
Kansas. According to a dispatch 
in the New York Times, ‘there 
were 600 women registered, and of 
these 200 put down their occupation 
as ‘sports.’ About three hundred 
are Prohibitionists and the rest re- 
spectable married lalies with no de- 
cided views on the liquor question. 
Allen (Rep.) and Martin (Labor) 
were the vandidates for “Mayor. 
The ‘sports’ were first to exercise 
their newly acquired privilege, and 
asthey drove up in their carriages 
they were greeted with cheers and 
in some cases insulting remarks, 
The ‘aports’ voted solidly for Mar- 
tin and the rest of the female vote 
was about equally divided. Mar- 
tin was elected by 600 taajority.”’

One farmer from the Winne- 
bage reservation was seen yesterday 
afternoon, who said that he, with 
others, had spent all they had in im- 
proving their farms, and they were 
going to stay until they were killed. 
The settlers are arming and are deter- 
mined to give the soldiers a warm 
welcome. Bloodshed is imminent 
unless Captain Myers exercises wis- 
dom and discretion. 


Wiloer F. Storey’s Wiil. 
CHICAGO, April 19. 
Another step forward in the settle- 
ment of the long-pending litigatiou 
over the estate of the late Wilber F.

Lonpon, April 18. 

The Times, as & proof of its asser- 
tion at the conclusion of an article on 
*“Parnellism and Crime’ that it has 
further documentary evidence, prints 
a fac simile of a letter signed by Mr. 
Parnell, and supposed to have been 
addressed to Egan, to pacify his sub- 
ordinates when Parnell publicly de- 


nounced the Pbcenix Park murderers, 
The letter fills one side of an ordinary 
sheet of note paper, and is in a strange 
handwriting. ‘Yours, very truly, 
Chas. S. Parnell,’’ in Parnell’s writ- 
ing, is at the top of the other leaf. 
The Times suggests that the signature 
was so written that it could be torn off 
if necessary. The letter, which is 
dated simply ‘15, 5, ’82,’’ without an 
address is as follows: 

Dear Sir:—1 am not surprised at 
your friend’s anger, but he and you 
should know that to denounce mur- 
der was the only course open to us. 
To.do that promptly was plainly our 
best policy; but you can tell him and 
all others concerned that though I re- 
gret the accident of Lord Cavendish’s 
death, I cannot refuse to admit that 
Burke got no more than hs deserts. 
You are at liberty to show him this, 
and others whom you can trust, also, 
but let not my address be known, He 
can write tothe House of Commons. 

The publication of theabove caused 
a tremendous sensation throughout 
London. The 7imes published a large 
extra edition, but was unabie to sup- 
ply the demand for copies, 

In an interview to-day, Parnell 
pointed out that although at first sight 
some letters in the Jimes’ fac <imile 
appeared to resemble hia autograph, a 
vlose comparison shows a decided and 
striking difference in many important 
points. The forgery slopes upwards; 
the genuine handwriting downwards, 
Parnell always places a fall point af- 
ter the initial “S’’ in his name, which 
the forgery omits. The “r’’ in Par- 
nell and the “C”’ in Chas. are quite 
different from anything he has ever 
written. The letters “Ch’’ in Chas. 
are abnormally long, and the “S”’ and 
“Pp” arethe only letters inany way 
resembling his genuine autograph. 
The pen at the beginning of “‘a’’ in the 
torged “‘Chas’’ was evidently taken off 
the paper, whereas the genuine signa- 
ture isalways written on without a 
break. 

The forgery, Parnell says, is the 
work of a person accustomed to his 

nmanship and writing a flowing 

and, whereas his own writing is al- 
ways ‘in cramped style. Parnell fur- 
ther said that the letter and signature 
were impudent forgeries. He strongly 
suspected the identity of the forgers. 
He was undecided whether to prose- 
cute The Times or not. 


A Fight With the Police.
